HOW MUCH DO CURRENT ROADWAY 
CONDITIONS COST MISSOURIANS? 


Missourians pay a relatively small amount per month to 
use the state system of roads and bridges. The average 
Missouri driver pays about $30 per month in state and 
federal transportation taxes and fees. That's far less than 
what the average Missourian pays for cell phone service, 
cable television or internet service.

Under the rallying eT 
cry of “Build Chevys - not Cadillacs,” 
MoDOT focused on core traveler needs 
and controlled costs. The effort earned 
the AASHTO President’s Transportation 
Award and became a Federal Highway 
Administration standard.
